Sir George Perley, the only knight 
in the Cabinet, first came into prom- 
inenee jin 1911 when, as chief Con- 
servative whip and one of Sir Robert 
Borden; principal lieutenants, the 
Laurier Government was overthrown 
onthe reciprocity issue. He was 
Minister without portfolio in the 
Borden Government: In June, 1914, 
he took charge of the office of High 
Commission for Canada in London. 
He became High Commissionkr in 
1917. and held that post until the 
Meighen Government was defeated, 
his resignation taking effect in 1922. 
He was first Minister of Overseas 
Military Forces for. Canoda. 

Major Rohert Weir—Minister of 

Agriculture 

Major Robert Weir was born at 
Wingham in Huron County Ontario 
in the. year 1882. He received his 
public school education in the old ed 
school house No. 9 in the township of 
Turnbérry. All the high school ed- 
ucation he received was two months 
in Clinton high school. 

He entered the University of To- 
ronto and graduated in 1911 with 
first class honors in the honor spe- 
cialist courses in mathematics, phys- 
ics and actuarial science. In addi- 
tion to carrying these three courses 
in his final year he was assistant 
demonstrator on the staff of the 
university, 

In 1912 while. working’ ‘in the ac- 
tuarial department of the Confeder- 
ation Life, he carried on post grad- 
uate work ‘in acuarial seience, The 
result of carrying too, much work led 
to a breakdown in Wealth, 
forcing» him ‘to make a change. He 
came west and tavght mathematics 
in Regina Collegiate Institute uatil 
he went overseas. 

Hon, C. A. Cahan—Secretary of 

State 

C. H. Cahan, K.C., who was ap- 
pointed Secretary of State Thursday, 
has been in and out of politics for 
more than 40 years, His political 
career started in Nova Scotia where 
he was elected to ‘the legislature in 
the constituency of Shelbourne in 
1890. Shortly after his entry to the 
Provincial House he became leader 
of the Conservative Party and held 
that position until 1804 when he re- 
tired from provincial politics. 

In 1896, Mr. Cahan was offered a 
portfolio in the short administration 
of Sir Charles Tupper (May-July) but 
declined when he was defeated for el- 
ection to the House of Commons for 
the constituency. of Shelbourne and 


Queen’s. Again in 1900 he was un- 
successful, this time in Cumberland, 
N.S. 


However, in 1925, Mr. Cahan was 
successful in his attempt to enter the 
Federal House when he was elected 
for the constituency of St. Lawrence- 
St. George. He was re-elected in 
1926, and in the last general elections 
for the same constituency.
